RULES FOR NATIONAL COIN WEEK 


1. Any numismatic club or association may participate in National Coin Week, but only . 
members of the American Numismatic Association are eligible to win an award. Any 
individual who is a member of the A.N.A. may enter Class D and compete on an individ- 
ual basis. Credit will be given only for work done by that individual. Persons 
entering Class D cannot include their material in an entry for their club. 


2. A list of all club and individual entries that submit an Official Entry Report with 
evidence of participation will be released for publication, and Certificates of 
Award will be issued. A report will be made of the total results of N.C.W. 1966 
as in the August 1965 issue of The Numismatist. 


3. Juniors under 17, who are active members in an A.N.A. Club but have not reached 
the minimum age requirement for A.N.A. membership, may compete in Class D. Their 
scrapbook entry must be accompanied by a letter from the President or secretary of 
the club or association, verifying that the Junior is a member in good standing in 
an A.N.A. association. 


4. Classifications for National Coin Week: 


Class A - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 100 or more club members 
Class B - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 50 - 99 club members 
Class C - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 49 or less club members 
Class D - Individual entries by those living in the U.S.A.* 
Class X - Clubs’ not located in the U.S.A.* 

Ciass Y - Individuals not living in the U.S.A.* 


Non-Competitive - for clubs or individuals who do not wish to enter competi- 
tion but are eligible for Certificates of Award under rule 2 above.** 


*U.S.A. means the 50 states of the United States, and Washington, D. C. 
International Clubs holding regular meetings in the U.S.A. should enter Class 


A, B, or C. International Clubs who do not hold their regular meetings in 
the U.S.A. should enter Class X. 


S. Awards: First, second and third place awards will be given in each class. These 
will be presented at the A.N.A. Diamond Anniversary Convention, August 16-20, 1966 
in Chicago, Illinois. Winning scrapbooks will be on display at this convention. 
All scrapbooks will be returned after judging except those held for display at 
the convention. These may be picked up at convention on Saturday. In addition, 
Honorable Mention will be made for two entries in each class. Further information 
on recognition for Honorable Mention will be released later.

How to fill out your Official Entry Report: 


After Name, address and zip code, fill in Class with A, B, C, D, xX, Y or non= 
competitive. See classifications on reverse side of report. Total members means 
current membership in your club. A.N.A. number is the AiN.A. number of your club; 
not the number of A.N.A. members in your club. 


N.CiW. Activities: The suggested Supplement Report enclosed will help you fill in 
the first row of lines. Points listed are "Minimum Points" to allow the judges to 
increase the amount of points for any activity if they feel it deserves it. Well known 
numismatists from different areas will do the judging. Therefore, this point system 
is ajudging quide, not a_hard fast rule. Do not write in the last row of lines. 


a: Number of public exhibit locations means non-commercial exhibits only. These 
exhibits should be educational exhibits that tell the story of history and numismatics 
to the non-collector, with an attempt to show thém there is more to our hobby than 
just "money" . Exhibits can be in store windows, banks, libraries, schools, etc. 
Photos or a description of each exhibit should be in your book. Do not include coin 
shows here; they are listed below. 


t 


b: The number of members in your club who exhibit under lines "a", "o", and "q". 
If John Jones exhibits in all three categories, he is still just one exhibitor. We 
need a separate list of these with names only, to be used in issuing Certificates of 
Award. 


c: A large exhibit should receive more points than a small one. This means the 

total square feet of the exhibit only; not the whole table on which a case is placed. 

A standard A.N.A. exhibit case is 18" x 30". This is 3.75 square feet. If itis 

over 1/2 square foot, you may Claim a full foot, so anA.N.A. case exhibit would be 

4 square feet. Many exhibits are shown in other type cases orina special way. Ti 
you use two cases that measure 3.25 each, you may combine them to a total of 6.5 and 
claim 7 square feet of exhibit in your revort. 


d, e, f: Publicity about numismatics or N.C.W. which appears in newspapers and 
magazines through your efforts this year may be counted, if you include copies of it 
in your book. Please give date published, name and address of each publication. 
Line "d" gives you two points for each article; line "e" gives you three points for 
each picture published; and you can measure the number of column inches of both, 
including the headings, and receive an additional one point for each column inch 
under "f". Several clubs have talked the local merchants into inserting a notice 

of "Watch for National Coin Week, April 16-23, 1966" or "This is National Coin 
Week" or similar remarks in their newspaper ads. This means the merchant is paying 
for N.C.W. publicity. We might call this "spot publicity", and you may claim each 
under 'd"”. One line cannot be counted as a full inch, but if the announcement is 
one inch or over, it can be included in the total inches under "f". 


g,h: Numismatic Talks given before clubs, organizations or a special group of 
people such as at a school, receive 5 points each "g". Please include a copy of 
the talk, date and name of the organization, or a letter from an officer of the 
organization which tells the text of the talk and the approximate length of time. 
One point per minute "h". 


i, j, k: Radio Time with five points for each spot announcement "i"; five points 
for being on any radio program that discusses numismatics "j"; plus one point for 
each minute of airtime "k". Please include confirmation from radio station when 
possible. Many stations consider this a community service and appreciate receiv- 


ing a Certificate of Award.

Ll inom «fen points for each TV spot announcement °1"; ten for being on atin program 
that discusses numismatics "m"; plus two points foreach minute of TV time, "n". 
Please include confirmation from TV Station. 


o, p: A coin show sponsored by your club will give you ten points per day "o". You 
can claim sow feet of exhibit space once for all non-commercial exhibits: case 
Space only © Don't measure the tables or entire room! 


g, 0: Shows sponsored by other Clubs at which your members exhibit will count 5 
points per show, but not per day "q". Square feet of exhibit case space used by 
YOUR club members only, or by you.as an individual "“r". 


st Other special events: list each event On a separate sheet of paper. These points 
are left open for the judges. | 


t: Notices and bulletins include articles published in papers where you work, special 


posters, banners, etc. Include copies or photos to assist the judges in deciding 
points. 


u: Proclamation from the Governor of your state is 25 points. There are Governors 
who have a ruling against this in their state. If you receive a letter from them to 
this effect it should be included in your book and will count the same. Several 
Governors send photostat copies of the proclamation to all who write them. So..:. 
write; it only costs a stamp. Last year a Certificate of Award was sent to each 
Governor by your General Chairman, with a letter of appreciation. Copies of the 


letter were sent to all who showed in their reports that they had contacted them. 


v; Prone ae from the Mayor or Village Official from the towns where you show 
exhibits can be an attractive item in your books and bring 10 points each. 


w, x: Letters to your U. S. Congressmen telling of good will projects your club is 
doing, planning or has done in his district, and asking if they will help obtain a 
National Coin Week proclamation from the President of the U.S.A. to be presented 
to the president of the A.N.A. will count five points each if you include a carbon 
copy 'w'. If you receive an answer, their letter will count an additional five points

y, 2: Applications for membership in the A.N.A. obtained through your club or by 
you if an individual entry will count ten points each "y'". Applications for member- 
ship in your local club, regional or state numismatic associations counts two points 
each "z". Include a list of the names, association, and date of application. 


Include a listing (one line each) of any business man, radio, TV, newspaper, or 
individual you would like to present a Certificate of Award, and we will send them 

to you ready for presentation. This should be people who helped you in your N.C.W. 
promotion. 


Everyone wants an attractive scrapbook, but it may be expensive or inexpensive. 
Put the talents of your members to work. Colored construction paper is very useful 
and the theme “Friendships Flower Through Numismatics" should give you ideas. 
There are no maximum points, so there is no limit on how many you may accumulate.

Dear Friends: 
"Friendships Flower Through Numismatics" 


Last year I sent a letter to each A.N, A. member who did not live in the U, S, A, and 
invited them to participate in National Coin Week, The Canadian Numismatic Association 
started a Coin Week, but used the same dates, so our two countries held a Coin Week at 
the same time. The Chibougamau Coin Club in Canada joined both associations and publi- 
cized A. N. A, and C, N, A. Coin Weeks, making it truly an international event. The Nari- 


masu Coin Club in Japan rented a hall in Tokyo and presented exhibits during the entire 


week of N. C. W, 1965, The Borinquen Coin Club in Puerto Rico showed exhibits in schools, 


banks and other locations in their area, I have letters from others who were interested 
and may have contributed something too, but in the August, 1965 issue of The Numismatist, 
I could only publish the names of those who sent in an Official Entry Report, The pictures 
on Pages 1230 and 1231 show the judges that came from three states to judge the scrapbook 
entries, 


Last year we did not know what your response would be, The A. N, A. did not approve awards 
for the class from other countries until their March meeting, This year the A. N, A. has 
approved a first, second and third place award, plus two Honorable Mention for the following: 


Class A - Clubs in the U. S. A. * with 100 or more club members 
Class B - Clubs in the U.S. A. * with 50 to 99 club members 
Class C - Clubs in the U. S. A. * with 49 or less club members 
Class D - Individual entries by those living in the U. S. A. * 


and also 


Class X - Clubs not located in the U.S, A. * 
Class Y - Individual entries not living in the U, S, A. * 
* U.S. A. means the 50 states of the United States and Washington, D. C. 


International Clubs holding regular meetings in the U. 5, A. should enter Class A, B or C. 
International Clubs who do not hold their regular meetings in the U. S, A. are invited to 
enter Class X. Individuals not living in the U. S, A. are invited to participate in Class Y, 


The purpose of National Coin Week is to establish a better understanding of numismatics 
between the collector and the non-collector. The non-collector does not realize the artistic 
educational or historical features of our hobby until he is shown, You can develop interest 
and teach history by telling of the heroes and emblems on numismatic items plus the history 
of numismatics, The A. N. A, cannot be responsible for your material, so do not send it to 
us to exhibit, You should decide how and where to show it in your own area, and take safety 
precautions so it cannot be taken when no one is looking. It is not wise to quote the value 

of an item in an exhibit, It does not need to be rare to be interesting. 


Read the articles for Coin Week 1965 in The Numismatist each month from October 1964 
through August 1965 for ideas, 


The theme "Friendships Flower Through Numismatics" is similar to "Good Will Through 
Numismatics" used last year. Many times the interest in numismatics is a seed which 
grows and blooms into a friendship between people of different social positions, different 
countries, or different cultures, Through letters we can make friends with other people 
and become more understanding of their customs. The word "flower" used here means to 
grow or develop, but there can also be flower designs or coins used in exhibits and the theme 
of flowers carried into your scrapbook to add beauty and interest, Your scrapbook is 

simply a report of what you do during Coin Week which is sent to us for judging in compe- 
tition, All scrapbooks will be returned to you. 


It costs nothing to participate in Coin Week, Each club or individual that participates 

will receive an A, N, A, certificate IF you send in the Official Entry Report form, Print- 
ed rules, suggestions, cards and the Official Entry Reports will be available by December l, | 
1965 for those who write me. You may receive the Certificates ‘of Participation if you 
are not an A. N, A, member, but you are not eligible to win one of the top five awards in 
each class unless you are an A. N. A. member. I hope you will consider promoting Coin 
Week.in your community, If your club is not a member of the A. N, A, encourage them to 
jcin, The dues are $6.00 per year, plus a $5,00 admission fee or $11,00 for the first year, 
As anA,. N, A, member you may borrow books from the large A, N, A. Library, use their 
numismatic slides for club educational programs, receive the monthly magazine, The 
Numismatist, and compete for awards in National Coin Week. If you need applications for 
membership, please write me air mail, You should join before the end of 1965 so you will 
receive publicity on Coin Week which will appear in The Numismatist starting in November. 


National Coin Week will begin on the sixth day after Easter Sunday and continue for eight 
days, Is it possible to have an International Numismatic Week starting the sixth day 
after Easter each year? Is it possible that some day numismatists all over the world will 
start showing exhibits, giving talks and having special numismatic events at this time 
each year to celebrate their week? I do not know, but we never know what we can do until 
we try, do we? I know it is possible to create Good Will Through Numismatics, I have 
seen Friendships Flower Through Numismatics, April 16 through 23, 1966 is National Coin 
Week in the U. S. A. Will you join us? 


I am writing you now so you will have time to discuss this and plan projects for your 
community, If you are interested, please write to me or to our newly elected President 
of the A, N. A., Mr. Matt Rothert, Box 10, Camden, Arkansas 71701.

Dear Friends: 


May I please have a few minutes of your time to discuss National Coin Week, April 
16-23, 1966? I've heard many excuses given for not doing anything for National Coin 
Week. They do not understand the rules and point system, or know what to do or how 
to submit a scrapbook. I never realized how many different interpretations could be 
put on a few words until last year. We have tried to clarify these. It has taken a 
few more words, but we hope you will feel it is a step in the right direction. 


Our members are creative and full of ingenuity. We welcome new ideas but the old 

ideas are still good too. Some things can be judged on an equal basis; others cannot. 
The points shown here are "Minimum Points" to allow the judges to increase the amount 
of points for any activity they feel deserves it. The point (system is a judging guide, 
not a hard fast rule. Well known numismatists from different areas will judge your 
scrapbook entries. Their names will be released soon. 


Last year after judging, figures were taken from each Official Entry Report and 
totaled to learn there was nearly 600 column feet of N.C.W. publicity, 92 hours of 
numismatic talks, 2,996 spot radio announcements and 134 other radio programs, 176 
spot TV announcements and 32 other TV programs, etc. See the August 1965 issue of 
The Numismatist. Can we beat these figures in 1966? It is up to you. Not everyone 
or every club can do everything on this entry report, but you can emphasize what can 
be done in your area. 


Many collectors are being robbed, so we must take safety precautions. The black and 
white exhibit cards no longer say "Exhibited by ...". ‘If you want to use your name 
in your exhibit, this is up to you for you are responsible for the safety of your 
material. An individual may use a club membership card in a display, or a club can 
use blank membership cards. Do not list the home address of your members in your 
scrapbook. If your book is on display an address could be copied or memorized. You 
can put these addresses in your book after judging if you wish since your book will 
become a record of the activities for your club this year. You may want to add other 
items to it after judging. 


An exhibit does not need to be expensive to be interesting. Expensive and rare ex- 
hibits should be shown in banks or Savings and Loan Associations where they have 
maximum protection. We are trying to teach people who do not go to coin shows or 

read coin publications that our hobby is not hoarding money. Our exhibits should tell 
a story they will understand in the artistic beauty of the items; the mystery of their 
existence; the history of their heros; the symbolic meaning of their designs; the 
educational value of numismatics. This basic interest is the beginning of a good 
numismatist. The A.N.A. Officers and Board Members cannot reach this multitude of 
people without help. This is our job, and each person who volunteers for this work 
becomes an active member of The National Coin Week Committee. We talk numismatics 

and have shows during the year, but NATIONAL COIN WEEK is the BIG WEEK. It is OUR 


WEEK; the GRANDE FINALE!! We need everyone on stage for this one, from the writers, 
the producers to the stage hands. 


The American Numismatic Association will give awards of first, second and third place 
in six classes, plus two Honorable Mention. The first, second and third place winners 
will be displayed at the Diamond Anniversary Convention, August 16-20, 1966 in Chicago, 
Illinois. All other entries will receive Certificates of Award to show our apprecia- 
tion, but it is impossible for us to know what you are doing unless you send us the 
Official Entry Report. Judging will be done on May 28, 1966 so your report and scrap- 
book must be in our hands on or before May 25, 1966. Your Official Entry Report, the 
Supplement to the Official Entry Report, and the lists. for certiticates you Trequesr 
will not be returned to you. These become a part of the N.C.W. records for 1966. 

Save extra copies for your book. j 


The order blank below is for your convenience in ordering supplies. All orders should 
reach me by March lst to allow us time to mail them by third and fourth class mail. 

If we run out, we will have time to have more printed. It is quite expensive to air 
mail last minute requests, and therefore we must make this rule: SUPPLIES WILL BE

after March lst will be filled as long as time and the supply hold out.

Dear Friends: 


May I please have a few minutes of your time to discuss National Coin Week, April 
16-23, 1966? I've heard many excuses given for not doing anything for National Coin 
Week. They do not understand the rules and point system, or know what to do or how 
to submit a scrapbook. I never realized how many different interpretations could be 
put on a few words until last year. We have tried to clarify these. It has takena 
few more words, but we hope you will feel it is a step in the right direction. 


Our members are creative and full of ingenuity. We welcome new ideas but the old 
ideas are still good too. Some things can be judged on an equal basis; others can- 
not. The points shown here are "Minimum Points" to allow the judges to increase the 
amount of points for any activity they feel deserves it. The point system is a judging 
guide, not a hard fast rule. Well known numismatists from different areas will judge 
your scrapbook entries. Their names will be released soon. 


Last year after judging, figures were taken from each Official Entry Report and 
totaled to learn there was nearly 600 column feet of N.C.W. publicity, 92 hours of 
numismatic talks, 2,996 spot radio announcements and 134 other radio programs, 
176 spot TV announcements and 32 other TV programs, etc. See the August 1965 
issue of The Numismatist. Can we beat these figures in 1966? It is up to you. 
Not everyone or every club can do everything on this entry report, but you can em- 
phasize what can be done in your area. 


Many collectors are being robbed, so we must take safety precautions. The black 
and white exhibit cards no longer say "Exhibited by ...". If you want to use your 
name in your exhibit, this is up to you for you are responsible for the safety of your 
material. An individual may use a club membership card ina display, ora club can 
use blank membership cards. Do not list the home address of your members in your 
scrapbook. If your book is on display an address could be copied or memorized. 
You can put these addresses in your book after judging if you wish since your book 
will become a record of the activities for your club this year. You may want to add 
other items to it after judging. 


An exhibit does not need to be expensive to be interesting. Expensive and rare ex- 
hibits should be shown in banks or Savings and Loan Associations where they have 
maximum protection. We are trying to teach people who do not go to coin shows ‘or 
read coin publications that our hobby is not hoarding money. Our exhibits should tell 
a story they will understand in the artistic beauty of the items; the mystery of their 
existence; the history of their heros; the symbolic meaning of their designs; the 
educational value of numismatics. This basic interest in the beginning of a good 
numismatist. The A.N.A. Officers and Board Members cannot reach this multitude of 
people without help. This is our job, and each person who volunteers for this work 
becomes an active member of The National Coin Week Committee. We talk numisma- 
tics and have shows during the year, but NATIONAL COIN WEEK is the BIG WEEK. 

It is OUR WEEK; the GRANDE FINALE!! We need everyone on stage for this one, from 
the writers, the producers to the stage hands. 


The American Numismatic Association will give awards of first, second and third place 
in six classes, plus two Honorable Mention. The first, second and third place win- 
ners will be displayed at the Diamond Anniversary Convention, August 16-20, 1966 in 
Chicago, Illinois. All other entries will receive Certificates of Award to show our 
appreciation, but it is impossible for us to know what you are doing unless you send 
us the Official Entry Report. Judging will be done on May 28, 1966 so your report and 
scapbook must be in our hands on or before May 25, 1966. Your Official Entry Report, 
the Supplement to the Official Entry Report, and the lists for certificates you request 
will not be returned to you. These become a part of the N.C.W. records for 1966. 
Save extra copies for your book. 


The order blank below is for your convenience in ordering supplies. All orders should 
reach me by March Ist to allow us time to mail them by third and fourth class mail. 

If we run out, we will have time to have more printed. It is quite expensive to air 
mail last minutes requests, and therefore we must make this rule: SUPPLIES WILL BE 
AIR MAILED ONLY IF YOU PAY THE POSTAGE, (except for APO and other countries). 

All requests for supplies received before March lst will be filled! Requests received 
after March Ist will be filled as long as time and the supply hold out. 


What can you do? I don't know... but... "DON'T JUST STAND THERE, DO SOME- 
THING!" The first thing to decide is that you will participate, and then take it from 
there. It is your hobby... fight for it!!!

RULES FOR NATIONAL COIN WEEK 


1. Any numismatic club or association may participate in National Coin Week, but only 
members of the American Numismatic Association are eligible to win an award. Any 
individual who is a member of the A.N.A. may enter Class D and compete on an individ- 
ual basis. Credit will be given only for work done by that individual. Persons 
entering Class D cannot include their material in an entry for their club. 


2. <A list of all club and individual entries that submit an Official Entry Report with 
evidence of participation will be released for publication, and Certificates of 
Award will be issued. A report will be made of the total results of N.C.W. 1966 
as in the August 1965 issue of The Numismatist. 


3. . Juniors under 17, who are active members in an A.N.A. Club but have not reached 
the minimum age requirement for A.N.A. membership, may compete in Class D. Their 
scrapbook entry must be accompanied by a letter from the President or secretary of 
the club or association, verifying that the Junior is a member in good standing in 
an A.N.A. association. 


4. Classifications for National Coin Week: 


Class A - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 100 or more club members 
Class B - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 50 - 99 club members 
Class C - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 49 or less club members 
Class D - Individual entries by those living in the U.S.A.* 
Class X - Clubs not located in the U.S.A.* 

Class Y - Individuals not living in the U.S.A.* 


Non-Competitive - for clubs or individuals who do not wish to enter competi- 
tion but are eligible for Certificates of Award under rule 2 above.** 


*U.S.A. means the 50 states of the United States, and Washington, DG 


International Clubs holding regular meetings in the U.S.A. should enter Class 
A, B, or C. International Clubs who do not hold their regular meetings in 
the U.S.A. should enter Class X. | 


5S. Awards: First, second and third place awards will be given in each class. These 
will be presented at the A.N.A. Diamond Anniversary Convention, August 16-20, 1966 
in Chicago, Illinois. Winning scrapbooks will be on display at this convention. 
All scrapbooks will be returned after judging except those held for display at 
the convention. These may be picked up at convention on Saturday. In addition, 
Honorable Mention will be made for two entries in each class. Further information 
on recognition for Honorable Mention will be released later. 


**Non-Competitive Class can also be used by those members in a club who still want 
to participate, although the majority vote not to enter N.C.W. competition.
